advance la freight rates which went 
into effect last -week v.ou!d greatly in- 
crease tb.» cost of goods to the con- 
tainer Is refuted in & recent issue ot 
American Railroads, which after a 
careful summary and explanation of 
former and present rates ea>s that 
there will be no excuse -whatever for 
large advances in retail prices to the 
consumer. 


••Freight rates." it says, "are a. small 


part of the cost of Ihing. and the in- 
crease !-i those rates is a still smaller 
one." For example, the magazine says 
that the increase in the freight charges 
on «. suit of men's clothlnsr from Bal- 
timore to Philadelphia, or on a pair 
of »hoe» from Boston to Philadelphia, 
•will be 8 mills, a Bum which, should 
hardly be apparent in the «"llnff price. 
The increase from Minneapolis to Phil- 
adelphia—all these estimates are bas- 
«d on Philadelphia—01 a barrel of 
flour i» 33 cents. 10.S cents on a tub 
Of butter from Chicago, 31.2 cents on 
a crate of orange* from Florida, 25.5 
cents on a barrel of apples from Penn 
Turn, about a quarter of a cent on 
canned goods generally from eastern 
canneries. tA mills on beef In less than 
carload lot* from Chicago and 2.'

This would 
not o£ course be true with Hour, apples, 
potatoes or other bulky commodities 
brought long distances, but even In 
these case* the figure can be pretry 
deflnltelr worked out and the pur- 
chaser can icnow If he Is payins more 
than he should.
